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The PREFACE. 


G EOGRAPHY is juftly called the Right-hand of Hiftory ; the Know¬ 
ledge of the Situation and Extent of Countries, which have beea 
the fcenes of great events, being highly necefiary to form a clear and 
comprehenfive judgment of them. To coi fult the Maps of Coun¬ 
tries, and whatever Cities, Rivers, and Iflands are mentioned by an Au¬ 
thor, to fearch them out, and view them in a Map, is a method of read¬ 
ing attended with great Advantages. The imprefiion made on the me¬ 
mory is more ftrong and lading, when we thus fee and contemplate the 
Situation of Places ; and we are not only helped more cafily to take in 
the Hiitorian’s remarks, but frequently to make folid ones of our own, 
and to conceive more diftiruStly, and judge more perfectly, of the fadts recited. 

The Greek and Latin Cl allies, thole excellent Monuments of ami nt Learn- 
ning, thofe Records of the famous Exploits of illuftrious Men in former Ages, 
fill up a great part of the Education of Youth ; and ’tis in order that the itudy 
of the Claflics might be attended with greater advantages and pleafure, that 
the following Maps, adapted to them, are publifhed. When the young Stu¬ 
dent is reading the Navigation of ZJlyjffes or JEnca$ y the Expeditions of Alex¬ 
ander^ of Hannibal , or other great Men of Antiquity, he may follow them 
in thefe Maps through all the memorable Places they paft, which will ex¬ 
cite a greater attention to the circumftances there tranfa&ed, and at the 
fame time that it helps him to form a better judgment of thofe exploits, it 
will imprefs his mind drongly with the chain and feries of events. 

The light druck on many Paffages in Htflory, by Maps adapted to them, 
has occalioned their being fitted to the mod valuable editions of the Claflics; 
but the ufe of them, fo far as it regards the young Student, has in great mea- 
fure been prevented. For notwithstanding that fuch Maps have been hitherto 
lefs correct than might be expected, yet they have been commonly too dear 
for the generality of youth to purchafe. 

That fomething of this kind might appear in public of more univerfal be¬ 
nefit, on account of its cheapnefs to Scholars, and corredtnefs of the Maps, 
a Set of Gentlemen in France , eminent for Learning, undertook this Work. 
They employ’d confiderable Pains and Labour on it; and having brought the 
Plan to as great perfection as they thought it would bear, they put their com- 
pofition into the Hands of the famous Du Val, Geographer to the French 
King, who revifed the fame, and publifhed it in 28 Maps of the old World. 
This Performance I now prefent to the Public, with the addition of four 
new Plates, and with one very material Corre£lion in the other twenty- 
eight, viz. Monf. Du Val having followed the ufual manner of his country¬ 
men, and given French terminations to many of the antient places, I thought 
it abfolutely neccflary to remove this inconvenience, which I have done by 
correcting the names agreeable to Mr. E a chard's Claflical Geographical 
Dictionary, Cellartus y and the information of feveral learned Gentlemen, 
whofc kind afliftancc in this Work I gratefully acknowledge*

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The P R E F A C E. 

That this Edition of claflical Maps might appear with greater accuracy, I 
have carefully examined the places laid down, with the Jatcft and mod exa£t 
Obfervatioiis. I have 2 lfo fitted to each Map a Scale of Britijh Miles 6o to a 
degree ; and have ufed Mercator s Projection, and engraved Scales according 
to it in thofe Maps, where the number of degrees are too many to ant'wer 
correctly to one Scale. With the help of the'e Scales, the Student, when 
tracing the Expeditions of antient Heroes, may cafdy inform him ft if of the 
diftancc of places, and the length of the Tract, which in imagination lie 
marches through, as well as of the Shape and Figure of thofF Countries 
which have been dr: Theatres of great Actions, the form of which he will 
fee by infpediing tire Maps. 

Bolides the deep traces left on the memory, by contemplating particular 
Events with the ufe of Maps, there is this further advantage attending it. 
The Pupil v/i.l read the Clafiics with greater pleafure, and at the fame time 
he gaining fomc Geographical Knowledge. He will treafure up the Names 
of Seas and [Hands; Rivers and Towns ; he vvili learn what Cities are bor¬ 
dering on the Sea, or fituated on the fides of Rivers, and which arc ditfanr 
from them. He will be informed how the World was divided in former 
times, and will find no fmall delight in comparing thefc antient Maps, and 
the Extent and Boundaries of former Kingdoms, with modern ones. Geo¬ 
graphical Terms, and the ufes of Longitude and Latitude, will be cafily learnt 
when his curiofity is by this means excited. 

The four new Maps which I have added to this Collection, arc, I. A Map 
of the Countries where the Civil War raged between Po?npey and Caf/r. 
Plate 27. II. A Map hitherto much wanted, viz. A Scriptmal Map of an¬ 
tient Afia , as it became gradually inhabited after the Univerfai Deluge, [hew¬ 
ing the feveral Difperfions and Settlements of Noah's Defcendants, from their 
firit Habitation where the Ark relied ; and the Pa Huge of the Gomariaus into 
Europe^ which were the firft Colonies fettled there, Plate 30. III. The Jour- 
ncyings of the Ifraelitcs mentioned in the Mofciic Hi (lory : Alfo the Land of 
Canaan , {hewing the Divifion thereof among the twelve Tribes, and the 
mod remarkable Places mentioned in Jofhua and Judges, Plate 31. IV*. The 
Journeyiligs of our Saviour, (hewing the Places mentioned by the four Evan- 
gelifts. Alfo the Travels of St. Paul , with the Places mentioned in the Books 
of the New.Teftament following the Gofpels, Plate 32. I am indebted to 
Dr. StuiUy 9 Fellow of the Royal Society, for the Map of antient /Ijia, Plate 
30. It is the Compofilion of that learned gentleman, who gencroufly pre- 
fented it to me for the Encouragement of this Work. I return him my 
hearty thanks for the fame. 

In placing thefe Maps, more regard is had to the Connection and Rela¬ 
tion they bear to one another, in refpccSt to the Situation of Coun t ies. Em¬ 
pires, and Conquefts than the Antiquity of the Authors from whence they 
are extracted. It is obvious they are deligncd f r the Ufe oj Scboo s ; but it 
is hoped that perfons of riper years, who deli ht in die Clafiics, will find 
fome advantage in them, as well as the young Student.
